Western Talks 


'Successful' 


Secretary of State 


Reporting Today to 


Ike On Allied Parley 


WASHINGTON (A P )—S ecretary 
of State Christian A. H erter flew 
in today from Western strategy 
talks in P aris and said he will 
report to President Eisenhow er at 
G ettysburg this morning. 
H erter called his talks with the 
foreign m i n i s t e r s of Britain, 
F ran ce , and West G erm any “ very 
successful” in laying out the W est­ 
ern position for negotiating with 
the Soviet Union at Geneva, Swit­ 
zerland, on G erm an problems. 
“ Both 
in 
spirit 
and 
in 
sub­ 
stan ce,” 
he 
said, 
“ we 
reached 
complete ag reem en t on a highly 
im portant W estern position. This 
should assist us greatly in making 
progress at Geneva, if the Soviet 
Union dem onstrates an honest d e ­ 
sire to negotiate.” 
H erte r’s plane landed at W ash­ 
ington airport. He told new sm en he 
w as going from the airport to the 
White H o u s e where he w o u l d 
board a helicopter for the brief 
flight to G ettysburg. The President 
is spending the week end at his 
farm there. 
H erter was asked w hether the 
“ complete agree m en t” he repo rt­ 
ed at P aris had been reached be­ 
cause the W estern foreign minis­ 
te rs m ade no attem pt to settle 
m any details. 
“ We 
settled every detail that 
cam e up,” H erter said. 
He was asked w hether he is op 
tim istic about the prospects for 
the negotiations with the Russians 
at the Geneva foreign m inisters 
m eeting which will open May ll. 
“ If I knew what fram e of mind 
the other fellow was in, I could 
answ er th at b etter,” he answ ered. 
T hursday evening he will tell 
the nation by radio and television 
about W estern plans and prospects 
for the G eneva Big F our foreign 
m inisters meeting which will open 
May l l and continue for possibly 
a month or more. 
The im pression among W ashing­ 
ton officials was that H erter had 
done a good job in his first in ter­ 
national conference as secretary 
of state. He met with the foreign 
m inisters of Britain, F ran ce and 
W est G erm any in P aris Wednes­ 
day and T hursday. 
At the end of next week H erter 
will fly to the Geneva meeting. 
This conference is due to cover 
the 
whole 
range of outstanding 
G erm an problems, including the 
Soviet’s dem and 
for 
withdrawal 
of W estern occupation forces from 
West Berlin.

The first important principle 
of haymaking is

fects both the yield and the qual­ 
ity of hay.

quality and the protein content- 
Every pound of protein that he 
can save is a

The percentage of protein in the 
bay declines rapidly from th*- bud 
or heading out stage to full bloom, 
and more slowly from fuji bloom 
until m aturity of seed.

LON DON < A P )—A Soviet scien­ 
tist said today the two tiny moons 
of M ars are artificial space s ta ­ 
tions, placed in orbit by a now- 
extinct race of Martians. 
I. Shklovskiy set forth his theory 
in 
the 
Communist 
youth 
paper 
Komsom olskaya 
P ravda, 
quoted 
by Moscow radio. 
Shklovskiy 
said 
the 
M artian 
moons, Phobos and Deimos, are 
probably hollow. From his obser­ 
vations, he believes they are slow­ 
ly 
spiraling down tow ard 
Mars 
and unfilmately will crash on its 
surface. 
The Soviet physicist said there 
is definite evidence that Phobos, 
the moon nearest Mars, is speed­ 
ing 
up 
as 
it 
rotates 
about 
its 
parent planet. 
“ This is the sam e behavior as 
that of artificial earth satellites. 
Their speed is slowed down by 
the resistance of the atm osphere 
and they lose height, going faster 
and fa lte r as they approach the 
e a rth .” 
“ These two bodies m ay weigh 
about IOO million tons,” Shklovskiy 
xaid. “ but 
the creation of such 
satellites would not be an insoluble 
engineering problem for intelligent 
beings. 
“ T ’’ere is now hardly any oxy­ 
gen left 
in the 
Martian 
atm o s­ 
phere. so highly developed life no 
longer exists there. 
“ But m any astronom ers believe 
the atm osphere did have oxygen 
two to three billion years 
ago. 
appeared 
on 
M ars 
and 
at th at 
tim e had achieved a high level 
of culture.”
